Negros, appeared in front of the Black Hawk Hotel, Davenport, 
Iowa. Several of the youths had signs as follows: 


"Adolph - Benito and George;" "Adolph Wallace;" 
"America doesn't want gestapo;" "If you like Hitler you'll 
love Wallace;" and a sign in four parts "Wallace is Rosemary's 
Baby." 


A couple of youths also handed out some one-page 
leaflets captioned "Do you want police-dog, billy-club, and 
fire-bomb law and order....?", which leaflet was identified 
as printed by the AFL-CIO Committee on Political Education, 
AFL-CIO Bldg., 815 16th St., N.W., Washington, D.C., further 
identified as Cope Publication number 191C. 

The small group of picketers was stationed on the 
south side of West Third Street across the street from the 
Black Hawk Hotel. In addition to the signs, members of the 
group frequently raised their arms and made the V for victory 
with two fingers. 

Mr. Wallace and his group, minus former General 
Le May, arrived at the Black Hawk Hotel about 6:40 p.m. 
Wallace was introduced to the crowd and delivered a short 
address to the group of approximately 300 people who attended

! ' bi-state campaign that began 
with his arrival at Quad-City

Davenport, and wound up with 
lthe packed-house rally at 
| Wharton , 


Wallace flew to Moline from 
Bristol, Term. He canceled 
plans to stay overnight at the 
•i-eClaire Hotel and immedi¬ 
ately after the fleldbouse rally 
went to the J airport to board 
Ibis chartered DC-0 for Mil¬ 
waukee, Wis.. 

V Wallace was met at the 
Quad-City airport by about 500 
persons, mostly partisan in 
his favor. He spoke to about 
100 at the Davenport dinner 

where Jie was beckied slightly

Other spectators 
and police separated them 
and the officers finally took 
the five students off the floor. 

Several hundred other pick- 
cters carrying anti-Wallace 
signs milled around outside 
the municipal'fieldhouse but 
locked doors kept them from 
entering. 

During Wallace’s speech, a 
chemical bomb' of some sort 
exploded in the rear of the 
fieldhouse, releasing a tear- 
producing agent which sent 
about SO persons fleeing into 
the rainy night. 

Police said they had no idea 
where the bomb came from, 
but they assumed it was 
thrown in from the outside. 

One youth was taken into 
custody but later released by 
Moline police in connection 
with the bomb, authorities 
said. 

Several police officers were 
1 injured in scuffles but only 
Sgt. Leo Schmidt, a state 
trooper, was hospitalized. He
